The Stockbridge Stella 


For 50 years, “Aunt Mary” lived in a colonial cottage on a carefully manicured five-acre property in Stockbridge, 

Massachusetts. Stockbridge has a rich Revolutionary War history, and was a frequent subject of the famous American 

painter, illustrator, and author Normal Rockwell. Mary’s husband died about 20 years ago, and she lived alone since then. 

They never had children, so their niece, Mary Jane and her husband, Michael, plus nephew Jeff were like children. Mary 

was active in the garden club and was generous with her time, and charitable with her money. But she was very careful, 
never spending extravagantly, steaming unused postage stamps off envelopes, and

The Marcello Collection, Part V 


Well over 500 gold bars were recovered from the S.S. Central America, which greatly increased the 
number of ingots available to that specialized group of collectors, yet it is an extremely small number 
of Gold Rush ingots considering the historic footprint they represent. The 
Marcello Collection — now in its fifth installment of gold ingots and other 
Territorial gold — has created an upswell of interest among bidders with 

every auction appearance. Our Dallas event includes two more gold ingots 
from The Marcello Collection that are sure to continue the trend. One is an 
attractive 17.48 ounce Harris, Marchand & Co. gold ingot (recovered from the 
S.S. Central America). Harris, Marchand was the only California Gold Rush firm to use a coin-like hallmark on their ingots. 
A second ingot is from Blake & Co., a 13.35 ounce trapezoidal-shaped gold bar, with three imprinted sides. The smoothly 
finished sides suggest that perhaps Blake & Co. intended this ingot, and others, for commercial usage.

Since most of these coins 
disappeared into circulation, it is little wonder that the few extant 
representatives are always in strong demand among both type 
collectors and early copper specialists. Although moderately worn, 
this is a remarkably problem-free coin for the grade, with only a 
few trivial rim bruises and minor handling marks. The reverse is 
typically bolder than the obverse, but both sides display appreciable 
definition that includes a fully defined date. The flan is a uniform 
dark brown and is not porous as on the usual example. The fields 
are moderately abraded, and all of the links in the chain are fully 
detailed.

Draped Bust half dollars were minted in 1802, and the date is the 
most difficult to locate of all the Heraldic Eagle half dollars, especially 
in high grades.

The present coin has an illustrious history, linked to three great 
collections of past years. This example surfaced in the collection of 
John Colvin Randall, the great 19th century student of die varieties. 
W. Elliot Woodward sold the collection in 1885. The description in 
his auction catalog reads, “1802 Uncirculated; brilliant.

A Fresh-to-Market Example From a New England Estate 
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3255 1879 Flowing Hair, Judd-1635, Pollock-1833, JD-1, R.3, PR66 Cameo PCGS. “Eccentric” is an adjective usually reserved to describe 
human behavior, but the term seems appropriate for the curious United States pattern that takes the anthropomorphic name, stella. Unique in 
American numismatics, these four dollar gold pieces were made in limited quantities for just two years. Two types were manufactured for reasons 
not entirely known (Flowing Hair and Coiled Hair), and much about the conditions of their production remains uncertain. Indeed, for years 
rumor, legend, and speculation have dominated discourse about this four dollar issue. Simply put, the stella is a numismatic oddity, a relic of the 
late 19th century with a past shrouded in mystery. 

All the more fitting, then, that this particular example derives from an old-time estate, where it sat untouched and undiscovered for 
decades in an antique safe in a cottage in the Norman Rockwellesque town of Stockbridge, Massachusetts. Like the stella itself, this particular 
representative, recently graded PR66 Cameo by PCGS, has quite the unorthodox story to tell. 


Origins of the Denomination 

By the mid-1800s, the Industrial Revolution, the development of railways and telegraphs, and increasing trade served to heighten and enhance 
the complex nature of international exchanges - financial, commercial, and cultural. What we might now refer to as globalization demanded a 
system of equivalencies between weights, measures, and currencies. 

From the 1860s through the 1880s, Americans like Salmon P. Chase, treasury secretary from 1861 to 1864, Samuel B. Ruggles, a delegate 
to the 1863 International Statistical Congress, George E Dunning, the superintendent of the New York Assay Office, and Dana Bickford, a 
manufacturer from Brattleboro, Vermont, believed strongly that the United States ought to develop a new system of coinage to facilitate trade 
with its European counterparts. Several proposals were made by these men and others, all of which ultimately failed, although their projects did 
produce a few interesting patterns. 

Without question, the most famous of the international coinage proposals is the four dollar gold piece or stella. Serial inventor and 
flagrant self-promoter Dr. William Wheeler Hubbell of Philadelphia is now credited with the idea for the coin. For a long time the Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Austria-Hungary, Representative John A. Kasson, was associated with the denomination, having suggested a coin of equal 
value to the standard gold pieces of the Latin Monetary Union — in other words, a coin worth $3.88. However, Hubbell distorted Kasson’s 
suggestion and used it as evidence that his plan for a four dollar gold piece would solve the international coinage problem. 

No background in mathematics is required to see that Hubbell’s plan did not create an equivalency between American and European 
coinages ($3.88 + $4), but that was beside the point. This was an opportunity for self-advancement, a way to have Congress pass legislation 
that would authorize a new system of easily convertible “metric” coinage (rounded to the nearest gram or tenth of a gram) struck in Hubbell’s 
patented goloid alloy, composed of gold, silver, and copper in set ratios. The alloy was nothing new, it had existed in similar forms for thousands 
of years and had previously been rejected by the U.S. government for commercial usage, but Hubbell’s persuasive nature convinced Chairman of 
the Committee on Coinage, Weights, and Measures, Representative Alexander H. Stephens, to recommend test pieces be made. 

On October 4, 1879, Mint Director Horatio Chapin Burchard sent a letter to Philadelphia Mint Superintendent A. Loudon Snowden 
instructing him to have the stellas struck: “Mr. Stephens requests that specimens of coins be prepared in accordance with the provisions of the 
bills and I am desirous of accommodating the Committee.” This letter was the impetus for a small group of 25 Flowing Hair stellas manufactured 
in December 1879. They were distributed for $6.10 in three-coin sets in early 1880 along with examples of the Goloid dollar and Metric dollar. 
An additional 100 sets were requested on March 1, 1880, followed by 300 sets on May 10. Thus, the reported mintage of 425 Flowing Hair 
stellas. It should be noted that roughly 20 1879 Coiled Hair, 20 1880 Flowing Hair, and 20 1880 Coiled Hair four dollar gold patterns were also 
struck, likely for well-connected coin dealers and collectors. 

The 1879 Flowing Hair stella is the only collectible version of the four variants, though it remains an unquestioned rarity. The obverse was 
designed by Charles Barber, who modeled the portrait of Liberty after one used by his father William a few years earlier on a five dollar pattern 
(Judd-1574), while the reverse, which is common to all four issues, was design by Hubbell himself and engraved by Barber. 


A New Treasure is Found 
The series of events that led to the discovery of this Premium Gem Cameo stella is straight out of a Hollywood movie. 

According to her niece and nephew, Aunt Mary had always been generous, sharing her time and energy as a community leader, and helping 
to pay for school and other necessities when family members were in a bind. But she was equally careful, never spending extravagantly on herself 
and always living within her means. She lived in the same understated home for half a century. 

As Aunt Mary’s health deteriorated, she warned her niece, who made regular trips up to Stockbridge: “Be careful before giving things away.” 
Without being explicit, she put her niece on notice. Still, after Aunt Mary’s death it came as a total surprise that the quaint, colonial house 
nestled in the Berkshire Mountains contained a variety of often well-hidden antiques, paintings, and other valuables, including a bottle of rye 
whisky that had been casked in 1863 and bottled in 1913, and a landscape painting by renowned 19th century French artist, Jean-Baptiste- 
Camille Corot. 

The present coin was found in an old safe among a pile of coins, including a couple of Spanish gold cobs and American double eagles. Aunt 
Mary had never made any mention of the coins, so the executors of the estate brought the cache to a local coin shop for an appraisal. Having no 
idea what their coins were worth, they were delighted when the coin dealer jumped out of his chair and exclaimed that he had never handled a 
stella in more than 30 years. As it turned out, Aunt Mary’s niece and nephew had inherited a significant rarity. 

Unfortunately, nothing is known about the prior history of this coin. The current consignors believe it may have been accepted as payment 
from a client by their uncle, Mary’s husband, who owned his own business. 


Physical Description 
The quality of this Premium Gem Stella is absolutely superb. Eye-catching Cameo contrast is the first thing that stands out, with frosted motifs 
set against profoundly reflective, mirrorlike fields. The richness of the deep yellow-gold color that dominates each side is interrupted only by a 
couple of attractive reddish-blue alloy spots on the cheek, within the lower curls, above the second G, and below the lowest points of star 13. 
Vertical planchet striations and a touch of softness occur across Liberty’s portrait, as on virtually all 1879 Flowing Hair stellas.

Collectors have prized the early half eagles since the earliest 
days of the hobby and the 1802/1 began appearing at auction at 
least as early as lot 176 of the A.C. Kline Sale (M. Thomas & 
Sons, 6/1855), although the lot description did not mention the 
overdate. By the mid-1860s, catalogers began taking note of this 
feature, as W. Elliot Woodward described the coin in lot 2755 of 
his Sixth Semi-Annual Sale as, “1802 over 1801; uncirculated, as 
fine as proof; scarce.” The lot was purchased by Thomas Cleneay for 
$9, a strong price at the time. More recent sales include the MS64 
PCGS example in lot 5346 of the Philadelphia Signature (Heritage, 
8/2012) that realized $64,625. 

This Plus-graded Choice specimen exhibits sharply detailed 
design elements and dramatic clash marks in the fields on both 
sides.

(and far more rare than the 1843, 1847, 1852 or 1861) ...” It is most 
often encountered in VF or XF condition. The two highest-graded 
examples are both certified by PCGS. Heritage has sold both of 
the top-rated coins twice, including this current appearance. Most 
recently, we sold the other MS64+ example in our September 2017 
Signature sale as lot 3973, which realized $28,800. 

The present coin now carries the identical MS64+ PCGS grade 
with CAC endorsement, and comes out of the well-known Ed 
Milas Collection of Liberty Head No Motto Half Eagles, offered by 
Stacks in May 1995 as lot 491. There, it was described as “among 
the finest known” and “Lovely, rose gold toning over superb, frosty 
mint lustre in the fields.” The Garrett and Guth reference takes 
note of this exact coin and that appearance, stating “The finest 
example seen by the authors, many years ago, was the Ed Milas 
NGC MS-64 coin that sold for $20,900 in 1995.” 

Gleaming, smooth surfaces have a few tiny planchet flaws that 
help pedigree the piece — a shallow void or strike-through near the 
lower-inside point of star 1, and a similar cluster of pinprick-size 
planchet marks between stars 12 and 13.

The production totals for half eagles in Philadelphia dropped 
from 688,000 pieces in 1861 to 4,430 pieces in 1862, and few 
P-mint half eagles were produced in the entire span from 1862 
through 1865. The 1865 circulation strike mintage was a mere 
1,270 pieces. Faraway San Francisco was insulated from the fray 
and continued more normal mintages, since half eagles were the 
favored denomination out West in the early 1860s. 

Many of 1865 examples that survive did circulate to some extent. 
The average grade of certified survivors is AU50. Mint State coins 
are virtually unknown: PCGS reports just two MS62 examples, 
while NGC reports three grading events — two in MS60 and one 
in MS61. PCGS CoinFacts estimates only 30 to 40 1865 half eagles 
are known in all grades combined. This AU53 PCGS example 
displays medium yellow-gold surfaces with some hints of reflective 
prooflike surface remaining in protected areas. Myriad small marks 
exist, none particularly overt, consistent with light circulation. An 
area of strike weakness shows on the eagle’s lower feathers and the 
arrow fletchings.

This coin has a short but impressive pedigree. It was long- 
held in the Byron Reed Collection (perhaps Reed obtained 
it directly from the Mint) until sold in the Christie’s/Spink 
America auction in 1996. It next appeared as part of our sale 
of the fabulous Admiral Collection, where it remained in its 
previous generation green label holder, which pre-dated any 
mention of its Deep Cameo contrast. 

Both obverse and reverse exhibit classic and highly sought- 
after orange-peel texture in the fields, which are deeply 
reflective. The devices are well-frosted, and bold contrast is 
evident on both sides. A few delicate hairlines on the obverse 
do not interfere with the smoothly mirrored fields, and there 
are no signs of contact.

Augustus Saint-Gaudens prepared new designs for both the eagle 
and double eagle in 1907, before his death.

The 1907 High Relief 
double eagle is well-known and often available — 12,367 pieces were 
struck, and survivors in one grade or another are usually available, as 
the coins were heavily saved for their artistic excellence. 

The twin of the High Relief double eagle, i-e., the original high 
relief version of the Indian Head eagle, is the 1907 Wire Rim ten. In 
contrast to the High Relief double eagle, the Wire Rim eagle comes 
from a small mintage of 542 pieces, of which 70 coins were eventually 
melted, leaving a net distribution of 472 coins. Survivors of this issue 
are scarce, and in high grades are out of reach of most collectors. 
Offered here is a lightly cleaned but still attractive AU-level coin, 
showing just a brush of friction over the yellow-gold surfaces. This 
piece presents an important opportunity for collectors to acquire a 
more affordable example of one of the most popular gold issues of the 
20th century.

Large denomination gold coins still had a role to 
play in foreign trade and as backing for paper currency, so double 
eagles were produced regularly throughout the 1920s to serve those 
needs. There was less demand for eagles, however, and after a large 
Philadelphia mintage of 1.4 million pieces in 1926, none were 
struck at any U.S. Mint until a small production of 96,000 examples 
was accomplished at the San Francisco facility in 1930. 

As it happens, even that small mintage proved unnecessary, 
as an influx of gold from foreign banks more than balanced the 
outflow of gold in foreign trade in 1930. The unneeded eagles 
were stored in Mint and Treasury vaults, and none were released 
into circulation. A small number of coins were distributed to the 
public through the Treasurer’s Office and a few may have been 
saved by members of the Annual Assay Commission. The great 
majority of the small mintage was melted into gold bars after 
the Gold Recall of 1933 took effect, and stored at the Fort Knox 
Bullion Depository. The 1930-S was the last branch mint eagle ever 
produced in this country. 

Since the coins were never released into circulation, nearly 
all examples seen today are in Mint State condition. Experts 
believe the surviving population numbers about 200 coins, with 
only a handful in circulated grades. Mike Fuljenz notes that many 
survivors suffered from rough storage and handling, so excessive 
surface marks can be a problem. Accordingly, the 1930-S is a rare 
issue in grades above MS64.

that was used by Augustus Saint-Gaudens has classical origins 
from the island of Samothrace. Nike is the goddess of Victory. 
In its original placement on Samothrace, the figure was placed 
on the prow of a ship. The figure was depicted at the moment it 
alighted, indicating victory. The original placement of the Nike 
on Samothrace was to celebrate the defeat of Prousias II, who had 
sailed his fleet down the coast from Bithynia (northern Turkey 
today), raiding and sacking every sanctuary along the way. There 
is an ironic duality of message in this story, however; since the 
shoreline sanctuaries were used by sailors to propitiate the gods 
not to dash them against the rocks, those same sailors thanked the 
gods for wrecking enemy sailors against those same rocks. There is 
a curious duality of message that also exists with Saint-Gaudens’ 
Sherman Group, from which the striding figure of Liberty on the 
double is derived: Destroy the enemy while saving the Union. The 
figure of Liberty (Nike) is central to the design and understanding 
of the 1907 double eagle that was struck in high relief. This 
particular High Relief twenty shows extraordinary detailing on 
the figure of Liberty as well as the eagle, and the surfaces display 
thick, satiny mint luster. This high-end MS64 example also shows 
an even layer of light reddish patina that is usually encountered on

Gaudens double eagles struck in 1924 are estimated to survive, 
having been shipped overseas in massive quantities and held in 
vaults. Recipients mainly included Germany (part of the Dawes 
Plan loan), Netherlands, Spain, Argentina, Uruguay, and Ecuador. 
Over the past few decades, hundreds of thousands of 1924 double 
eagles have been repatriated, making this one of the most plentiful 
dates in the series. Even Premium Gems are widely available. The 
1924 twenty only becomes elusive in MS67, and finer coins at 
PCGS (one) and NGC (three) combined can be counted on one 
hand (2/19). 

This virtually immaculate double eagle radiates swirling mint 
luster over glowing, fully struck, medium yellow-gold surfaces 
devoid of obvious contact.

Rare Second Series Issue

PCGS. K-15, R.7. America’s first gold rush took place in the 
piedmont area of North Carolina and Georgia in the 1820s and 
‘30s. The expanding economy of the region desperately needed 
a more dependable medium of exchange than the miner’s gold 
dust could provide. To fill this need, Christopher Bechtler, a 
German-born goldsmith and watchmaker, established a private 
mint at Rutherford, North Carolina to process gold dust from 
the region into useful coinage. Beginning in 1831, Bechtler 
and his family began producing gold coins of simple design 
that circulated widely in the Southern United States until 
the Civil War. Bechtler was a competent metallurgist and his 
accurate assays ensured his coins were of full weight and value. 
His reputation for honesty was paramount in securing the 
public trust throughout the region. 

Bechtler began marking his coins with their exact weight 
and/or gold content in carats with his second series of coinage 
in 1831 (the first “weightless” series was struck during a 
few months in the summer of that year). The design for his 
second series five dollar gold piece, later classified as K-15 
by Territorial specialist Don Kagin, was described by Henry 
Chapman in lot 438 of his catalog of the Zabriskie Collection 
(6/1909):

The lot sold for $420, a strong price for the time. Recent sales 
include the AU55 PCGS example in lot 5405 of the Riverboat 
Collection (Heritage, 4/2014), which realized $82,250. 

Bechtler’s five dollar coinage was found to include 
slightly more gold than the standard half eagles struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint in the 1831-1834 time period. Congress 
lowered the specifications for U.S. gold coinage in 1834, to 
prevent the widespread hoarding and melting that had kept 
gold coins from circulating since 1821. This measure made the 
second series Bechtler coins even more overweight for their 
face value. Within a few years, nearly all the second series 
Bechtler fives had been culled from circulation and melted, 
making the issue extremely elusive at an early date. On PCGS 
CoinFacts, Ron Guth notes there are auction citations for 11 
different examples known today. 

The present coin is an especially attractive Choice AU 
specimen with bright yellow-gold surfaces that are remarkably 
free of distractions and show a few hints of olive patina. The 
fields are slightly prooflike and the design elements are sharply 
detailed throughout, with just a trace of high-point wear. The 
beaded border is bold and complete, if just slightly off center. 
The die alignment is about 160 degrees. This rare second series 
example should find a home in a fine collection of Territorial 
gold.

few rudimentary Mormon ten dollar gold pieces were made from 
unalloyed gold dust in December, 1848, the first real mintage of 
Mormon coinage was at the Deseret Mint in December, 1849. 
Transplanted silversmith and future die-maker James Madison 
Barlow is quoted by Mormon Church Historian Orson E Whitney: 

“The first dies, consisting of a $2.50, and $5 and a $20 piece, were 
made by John Kay and an old blacksmith, but were very crude.” 
(Barlow would later make new dies for five dollar Mormon gold 
pieces dated 1860.) 

This example is from the 1849 production using John Kay’s 
dies. The same Clasped Hands and All-Seeing Eye were used from 
the 1848 design, adapted to the five dollar denomination. The 
coin is weakly struck in places, and all such pieces show premature 
wear due to their naturally alloyed green-gold content. A planchet 
defect is seen at 12 o’clock on the obverse, carrying over to near 
6 o’clock on the reverse — typical of the mint’s work in those 
early days. The 1849 Mormon five is seldom seen above VF to XF 
conditions.

“What 
is it about treasure that fascinates people so much?” David 
Lisot posed this question to Dr. Bob Evans, chief scientist and 
curator of the S.S. Central America recovery project, in an 
interview for Coinweek at the September 2013 Long Beach 
Expo. Evans replied, “I think treasure is an iconic childhood 
dream. ... Treasure stories are magic.” 

To be sure, the discovery of the more than 500 gold ingots, 
thousands of gold coins, countless amounts of gold dust, and 
scores of gold nuggets was a dream come true for the members 
and investors of the Columbus-America Discovery Group, as 
well as the public at large. The prolonged excitement that the 
find has generated in numismatic circles, spanning more than 
30 years now, is unparalleled in the hobby, and deservedly so. 
The cache provided collectors with more than 5,000 1857-S 
double eagles in exceptional states of preservation. Near-Gem 
and Gem No Motto twenties were available for the first time. 
The hoard also included an impressive array of pioneer coinage 
from famous Gold Rush makers like Wass, Molitor & Co., 
Kellogg & Co., Moffat @ Co., and Augustus Humbert (United 
States Assay Office of Gold). 

Arguably the most important and impressive items salvaged 
from the wreckage 7,200 feet below the surface of the Atlantic 
were 577 gold bars (532 were originally recovered from 1988- 
1991, and another 45 pieces were brought up in 2014). Only a 
handful of Gold Rush ingots were known prior to that point, and 
many of the pieces on the market were of uncertain origin. The 
bars retrieved from the Central America provide numismatists 
and collectors with a perfect time capsule and archive for better 
understanding the hallmarks of genuine California ingots, 
which served such an important role in the local economy. 

There is no doubt that this Blake & Co. gold bar is an iconic 
relic of the California Gold Rush and a wonderful souvenir 
of America’s Western expansion. In obtaining this piece, the 
new owner will accomplish something most collectors can only 
dream of. 

All six sides show the usual signs of post-production 
polishing, an indication that Blake & Co. may have intended 
their ingots for commercial usage. Three sides are imprinted. 
One side shows the BLAKE & Co hallmark. The adjoining side 
states: No 5225 (sideways) / 791 FINE / $218.28. The third side 
states the all-important weight: 13.35 Oz. The ingot measures: 
69 x 68 x 21 mm. As one can tell from the dimensions, this 
ingot is slightly trapezoidal, produced from the adjustable 
length “Twix Bar” mold (so-called by Bob Evans).

126. The town of Herndon, Virginia is situated about 25 miles 
northwest of Washington, D.C. in Fairfax County. It was first 
settled in the early 19th century, with the construction of a mill 
on a stream that travels north-south along the eastern edge of the 
village. The building of the railroad during the 1850s, including 
the establishment of a rail depot in 1857, spurred the village’s 
first real population boom. Accordingly, community members 
decided that year that the previously unnamed town should be 
called something. They agreed on Herndon in memory of Captain 
William Lewis Herndon, commander of the S.S. Central America. 

Captain Herndon was a U.S. Navy veteran with 29 years 
of experience “in the Mexican War and the Second Seminole 
War, in the Atlantic and the Pacific, the Mediterranean and 
the Caribbean Sea. He knew sailing ships and steamers and had 
handled both in all weather,” according to Gary Kinder’s Ship of 
Gold in the Deep Blue Sea. Herndon was also an explorer, having 
spent a year travelling through the Amazon Valley from Lima, 
Peru to Para, Brazil in 1851-52, vividly cataloging the details of his 
trip in a best-selling report, Explorations of the Valley of the Amazon. 
Unfortunately, William Herndon is most widely recognized today 
for being at the helm of the ill-fated Central America, which sank 
off the coast of the Carolinas in September 1857. 

By all accounts Herndon was a hero, bravely and resolutely 
guiding women and children toward the life boats as crew members 
and male passengers bailed water through the night. According to 
Ann Small, a passenger: 


“Capt. Herndon remained self-possessed, calm and firm 
throughout. I shall forever think of him with gratitude. 
I am not surprised to hear that he is among the lost, 
because I knew by his appearance when I parted from him 
that he would be the last man to leave the ship.” 


According to a 2016 article in the Herndon Patch, the 
town’s local circular, “Remembering Herndon’s History: Why 
Commander Herndon was a Hero,” Superintendent of the U.S. 
National Observatory, Lieutenant Matthew Fontaine Maury (and 
Captain Herndon’s cousin) explained in a report to the Secretary 
of the Navy on the sinking of the S.S. Central America: 


“The law requires every Commander in the Navy to show 
himself a good example of virtue and patriotism; and 
never was example more nobly set or beautifully followed. 
Captain Herndon, by these noble traits which have so 
endeared his memory to the hearts of his countrymen, 
and won the respect and admiration of the crew and 
passengers of that ship in such a degree as to acquire an 
influence over them that was marvelous in its effects.” 





In handling the extraordinary treasures preserved amid the 
wreckage of the S.S. Central America, like this gold ingot by the 
celebrated firm of Harris, Marchand & Co., we should always keep 
in mind the individual experiences that make the story so tragic, 
but also so compelling and historically significant. 

The firm of Harris, Marchand was the only firm in Gold Rush 
California to use a coin-like hallmark on their ingots. This small 
to medium-sized ingot is nearly square with all the inscriptions 
on the top face. That side is laid out: No 6508 / curved HGM 
logo / circular H&M coin-like hallmark / 17.48 OZ. / 885. FINE 
/ $319.78. Most of the surfaces are yellow-gold, except for a patch 
of iron ore rust from the ship’s hull that still adheres to the lower 
portion of the back side and tiny portions of rust seen on the lower- 
left corner. The ingot measures: 40 x 50 x 12 mm.

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3438 Justh & Hunter Gold Ingot. 185.21 Ounces. Emil (or Emanuel) Justh was a follower of Lajos Kossuth, the famous Hungarian freedom fighter. 
Kossuth took advantage of the general wave of unrest that swept across all of Europe in 1848 to further the cause of Hungarian freedom from 
Austria. Unfortunately, his movement was crushed by Russian intervention in 1849, and Kossuth fled into exile in the United States and Great 
Britain. With his political future looking bleak at home, Justh opportunely heeded the siren song of the Gold Rush. He left his home in Verboca, 
Hungary and made his way to the German port of Hamburg. From there, he boarded ship on the Gellert and sailed directly for San Francisco on 
May 18, 1850. After 159 days at sea, he arrived on November 15 of that same year. Justh was a lithographer by profession in Hungary, and he 
began his career in San Francisco as a lithographer. In 1852, he and another immigrant named EI. Goerlitz formed a short-lived general Ship 
and Customs House Broker business. This partnership lasted less than a month, and apparently Justh then found employment at the new Assay 
Office as an assayer. 

Justh’s future business partner, Solomon Hillen Hunter, arrived in San Francisco aboard the steamship Sonora on March 3, 1855. Ironically, 
prior to boarding this ship on the Pacific side of Panama, Hunter was a passenger on the S.S. George Law. Shortly thereafter, the George Law 
was renamed the S.S. Central America. So, Solomon Hunter was actually on board the famous treasure ship two years before it sank in the 
Atlantic with more than 80 gold ingots stamped with his name. 

In 1855, Justh and Hunter formed a partnership in San Francisco to assay gold. The firm prospered and in the following year they opened a 
branch office in Marysville. In spite of its good reputation, the partnership only lasted a couple of years and was dissolved on July 10, 1858. Of 
course, by then millions of dollars in Justh and Hunter ingots, including the present example, as well as bars of numerous other California gold 
refiners lay at the bottom of the ocean, enough bullion to be a factor in the Panic of 1857. 

Solomon Hunter returned to New York in 1858 and was last listed in the Baltimore City Directory in 1860. Emil Justh continued to lead a 
colorful life. In 1861, Justh sold his refinery to Kellogg, Hewston & Co. as he intended to go east. True to his word, Justh sailed to New York 
City and began a career as a stockbroker. In 1871, Justh had a “complicated” divorce case. The 45-year old stockbroker had the following sordid 
account of his life included in the New York Times from October 21: 


“On Wednesday last John T. Burleigh of No. 23 Dey Street, appeared before Judge Shandley, at Jefferson Market Police Court, and 
stated that several important letters, and a check for $30, were stolen from his safe by a private detective named A.A. Ackerman, 
at the instance of Emil Justh, a banker residing at No. 63 Exchange Place. Yesterday Sergt. McComb proceeded to the residence of 
Mr. Justh, to arrest him on the charge, but the latter refused to accompany him to the Station, and when force was used, presented a 
revolver at the officer’s head. Patrolman Tully witnessed the occurrence, and before the weapon could be discharged wrenched it from 
his hand. He was then conveyed to the Station, where the letters were found in his possession. These letters, Justh alleges, afford proof 
of the seduction of his wife by Burleigh, and he desired to use them in proceedings for divorce now pending. Justh was discharged from 
custody, and Judge Shandley retained the letters in his possession for the present.” 


Apparently, Justh had retained the spirit of the Wild West in his Eastern life. His temerity in threatening the police with a gun could have 
ended badly, but the luck of the Gold Rush was still with him. Justh later moved to Paris, where he died in December 1883.

The bottom side was unevenly 
inscribed with the individual ingot number, but only the 46 is visible. The back side of the ingot features a long depressed area often seen on these 
ingots, the result of the casting process. The depression is filled with a reddish-russet patina, most likely caused by contact with the rusting iron 
ribs of the ship (see A California Gold Rush History for details). This is an important memento from this historic California assayer and refiner.

When identical mail or FAX bids are submitted, preference 
is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written bids should be entered on the 
standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneer’s place of business at least two business days before 
the Auction start.

Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below which the lot 
will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN ”Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN 
ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, IF THE HAMMER PRICE DOES NOT MEET THE 
“Minimum Bid”, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A REDUCED COMMISSION ON THOSE LOTS. ”Minimum 
Bids” are generally posted online several days prior to the Auction closing. For any successful bid placed by a 
consignor on his Property on the Auction floor, or by any means during the live session, or after the 
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”Minimum Bid” for an Auction have been posted, we will require the consignor to pay full Buyer’s Premium 
and Seller’s Commissions on such lot. 

The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, the 
earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an Auction, 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning 
Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare 
the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 
Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through 
the Internet or otherwise. Regardless that bids are made on a Property, Auctioneer reserves the right to 
withdraw the Properties, or any part of the Properties, from the Auction at any time prior to the opening of 
any lot containing such Properties for sale by the auctioneer (crier), or in the case of Internet-only auctions 
when the bid opens for either live bidding online or the beginning of the extended period, if any.

Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or very 
nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the Auctioneer may 
pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low estimate). 
In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer reserves 
the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason and 
in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve 
the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) and any other 
damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.

If you attempt to pay via eCheck and your financial 
institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the 
selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit card on file. 

If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an 
attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred 
by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the 
matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell the lot(s) 
securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or 
public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Bidder agrees to pay 
for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to an auction conducted 
by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the 
lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent 
hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 
Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of the Auction 
invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other property of the 
buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice or any other 
amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall 
have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but 
not limited to the right of sale (including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by 
Auctioneer).

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, ifany. Please refer to Auctioneer’s website 
HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine purchases 
from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be shipped in a 
commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping fees is 
received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that Service and Handling 
charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the credit card on file with 
Auctioneer.

34, All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all shipments in which Heritage charges the 
Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee infra, any risk of loss during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the 
shipping carrier's confirmation of delivery to the address of record in Auctioneer’s file, this is the “Secure 
Location”.

“Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee”). You agree to pay Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee and comply 
with all terms of payment as set forth in paragraphs 23 to 31 of this Agreement. 

c. Auctioneer’s Limitation of Liability for Transit Services: You understand and agree that Auctioneer’s 
liability for loss of or damage to the items, if any, ends when the items have been delivered to the Secure 
Location, and Auctioneer has received evidence of delivery. If you claim that any property has sustained 
loss or damage during transit, you must report any such loss or damage to Auctioneer within seventy-two 
(72) hours of the delivery date. Your recovery for loss of or damage to any property is limited to the lesser 
of actual cash value of the property or the Insured Value. Under no circumstances is Auctioneer liable 
for consequential or punitive damages. 

35. It shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to arrange pick-up or shipping in a timely manner 
(within 10 days). Held Lots will be subject to storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee 
plus $10 daily storage for larger items and $5 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the 
event the Lot is not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage 
or moving fees, including a 20% Seller’s Commission. 

36. A. NOTICE OF CITES COMPLIANCE: The purchase of items made from protected species: Any property 
made of or incorporating endangered or protected species or wildlife may have import and/or export 
restrictions established by the Convention of International Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and 
Flora (CITES) in various countries and domestically. Plant and animal properties include (but are not limited 
to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, crocodile, alligator, 
lizard, or other wildlife. These items may not be available to ship internationally or, in some cases, 
domestically. Domestic bans and restrictions exist in these states: 1) California state law prohibits the 
importation of any product containing Python skin into the State of California, thus no lot containing Python 
skin will be shipped to or invoiced to a person or company in California.

DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the items or 
second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for those Bidders who 
do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description of items has been made part 
of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the goods would conform to any 
description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, and 
are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, Fine 
Art, may have express written warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by virtue of 
consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to the Property. Auctioneer 
disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular purposes. All images, descriptions, 
sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for 
advertising, promotion, archival records, and any other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held responsible 
for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in connection with 
the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of these Terms and 
Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder and may not be assigned. 
Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, 
its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, 








typographical error, etc. and are the exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a 
granted remedy, shall waive any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 
that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person. 
Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and Auctioneer disclaims any 
liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or inconsequential, and expressly 
disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of 
Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes shall be 
resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury waiver. Non- 
consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces the right to go to 
court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, compensatory 
damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of any lot. In the event that 
Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot lacks title, or other transfer or 
condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited to rescission of sale and refund of the 
amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which 
bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. After one year has elapsed, Auctioneer’s maximum 
liability shall be limited to any commissions and fees Auctioneer earned on that lot.

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating to 
and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any interpretation of the Terms 
and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description of any lot or condition report, any damage 
to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term of sale or condition report or description and/or any 
purported settlement whether asserted in contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any 
claim made by you ofa lot or your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving 
a warranty or representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer { which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant (or 
respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a confidential 
binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the rules of, the American 
Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, Texas. The arbitrator's award may 
be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a Claim involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter 
jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District Courts of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to 
subject matter and in personam jurisdiction; further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO 
TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or 
sale of numismatic or related items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be 
brought within two (2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. 
Exemplary or punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions and restrictions for return. This 
Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The prevailing party (a party 
that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based on damages sought vs. awarded or 
the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. awarded) may be awarded its reasonable 
attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. Any 
dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without involvement or 
responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether the 
successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees that all disputes 
in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms and Conditions and 
purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the arbitration provision. In the event 
that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe the agreement, actions in aid of arbitration 
or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in 
Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary the corresponding appellate courts.
